In any medical emergency, 
there is one hatd and fast rule and 
that is to cail for emergency medi- 
cal assistance | ; When 
you call for help, do not hang up 
until asked to do soa. Give the fol- 
lowing information to the dis- 
patcher: your name, location, tel- 
ephone number and the type of 
emergency. Here are some com- 
mon emergency situations and the 
general guidelines that the Ameri- 
can College of Emergency Physi- 
cians recommend you follow while 
waiting for medical help to arrive: 

In the case of bleed- 
ing, use a clean cloth or sterile 
dressing to apply firm, direct pres- 
sure over the wound to stop bleed- 


prevent fainting and raise his. or 
her feet higher than the head. Do 
not use torniquets unless an 
amputation has occurred and 
direct pressure cannot control the 
bleeding.

Broken Bones and. Sprains: 
immobilize the affected extremity 
in the position found. Apply ice 
packs to minimize swelling.

dressing but do not attempt to 
push it back in. If there is excessive 
bleeding, use direct pressure over 
the area to try and stop the bieed- 
ing.

Burns: Remove the person from 
danger. Keep the burned person 
lying down, raise burned arms or 
tegs higher than the person's heart 
and cover the burned area with a 
cool, wet cloth.

The bill, SB 27, would limit 
the ability of utility companies 
to charge consumers for elec- 
tricity generating plants which 
have not been completed., 

The bill, as originally intro- 
‘duced by former State Sen. 
Michael Schwarzwalder (D- 
Columbus), would have prohi- 
bited the Public Utilities Com- 
mission of Ohio from permit- 

- ting utility companies from 
recovering anything for Con- 
struction Work in Progress 
(CWIP). 

However, Rep. Beatty, who 
chairs the Public Utilities 
Committee in the House of 
Representatives, calledin 
bond experts who testified that 
the prohibition of CWIP, rather 
than its limitation, could raise 
the cost of borrowing for utility 
companies -- costs.which must 
be passed on to the consum- 


rs. 

“ SB 27. is going | to save the 
consumers money in the long 
run,” Beatty-said.

Determining when a plant 
was 75 percent completed was 
a problem, however; according 
to Beatty, the PUCO granted 
CWIP to the builders. of the 
Zimmer Nuclear Power plant 
for:‘eight or nine years” before _ 
they refused $115 million in 
CWIP payments in 1983, 

SB 27, however, will raise the 

.CWIP percentage of comple- 
tion to 90, and reduce the 
amountthatcanbeawardedto . 
10 percent of the valuation of 
the plant. It would also create a 
“mirror CWIP”, which would 
ensure that, if a plant is not 
completed for which CWIP is 
granted, the company receiv- 
ing the CWIP would refund 
those dollars awarded to the 
consumers. 

The bill would also force util- 
ity companies to send copies 
of reports they file with the 
PUCO to the Ohio Consumers’ 
Council, which serves as an 
advocate for consumers in util- 
ity rate cases. 

The bill becomes effective 
on April 8.

Across the nation, the Black

institution was the Free African 
Society of Philadeiphia that was 
organized in 1787 under the lead-

tax system is unfair”; that it “favors 
the rich, discourages people from 
wanting to earn more money. and 
is so complicated that many tax- 
payers...are not.even taking 
advantage of the tax breaks legally 
available to them. It is also subject 
to widespread abuse.” 

Even upper-income taxpayers 
agreed with other income groups 
that the better off often “get out of 
paying much of their taxes" 
through loopholes and shelters, 
and that “the basic thing wrong 
with the current system is that the 
rich pay too little and the average 
person gets stuck paying too 
much.” 


Nevertheless, most people 
batked at getting rid Of some of the 
biggest tax deductions=such as 
medical expenges ‘and home 
mortgage interest--in exchange 
for lower tax rates. 


The consequences of overhaul- 
ing the tax system are bound to be 
far-reaching. In the interest of 
checking abuses, the reforms 
being sought could actually 
change the whole approach to 
solving social and economic prob- 
lems, For several decades, two 
basic ideas behind the tax code 
have been to promote equity — 
attempting to make each taxpayer 
Pay according to income level and 
family obligations, etc.--and to 
encourage certain kinds of spend- 
ing afd investment--such as home 
ownership. 


‘This is very much true of the 
corporate tax code, where ceriain 
investments are rewarded with tax 
breaks. How often have we heard it 
said that saving dnd productive 
investments must be encouraged? 
“Encourage” in this context means

“Money is the mother’s milk of politics.” So 
the saying goes, and it's true. The influence of 
money in political campaigns is growing. by 
leaps and bounds. . 

The amount of money spent just for 
November's election is staggering. In federal 
races, including the race for the presidency and 
all Congressional seats, it is estimated that over 
$1 billion was spent. 

_In just one Ohio Congressional race, the win- 
ning candidate, Edward Feighan, spent nearly 
$500,000 while the losing candidate, Matthew 
Hatchadorian, spent close to $750,000! x 

And it you think that is excessive, Ohio's state 


lonieiatiee races showed the same pattern. Can- 
di 


ates for the Ohio Senate spent well over 
$100,000 and some even reached an estimated 
$250,000. ¢ es 

There are, of course, many reasons for such 
big campaign expenditures. Candidates must 
now rent campaign offices and hire full-time 
staffs and pollsters. Candidates also pay a high: 
price for political advertisements, particularly 
television ads which can cost a few thousa 
dollars for one 30-second spot.. - 

Although we can plainly see why some of this 
money is being spent, it is important that we 
examine the effect that these big expenditures 
have on our electoral system. ‘ye 

The need for big maney prevents many bright 
and qualified people from running for office. ifa 
person does not have the financial resources 
necessary to launch a competitive campaign, 
then no matter how good that person may be, he 
or she will probably not be considered as a via- 
ble candidate. The need to raise huge gmounts 
also discourages. young people and people of 
average means from embarking on the cam- 
paign trail, even for local offices, such as school 
board, township trustee, and city council. 

As‘a result, our electoral system has no “farm 
team,” liké baseball teams do, to develop candi- 
dates on a local level first, training and prepar- 
ing them for state and national office in the 
future. With no training ground available, is it

He said he has overheard many 
Black men say: “! ain't going to leave no whole lot of 
moey so some other man can have a good time off-of 
me.” Mr. Evans saw this unprosperous belief as pure 
buffoonery at its worst. 

When | discussed life insurance with some Black 
senior citizens | became piqued at the purported 
financial discriminatin which they claimed had at one 
time been commonplace in the insurance industry. 
Some people-contended that the insurance compan- 
ies limited the size Of the policies Blacks could buy. ! 
asked my own father to give me his recollections. Mr. 
Herman S. Miller said, “The only company that would 
write 1000 dollars was Metropolitan that | know. 
about.” My father says others might have offered 
these benefits but they were unknown to him. 

To get some assessment of the social progress in 
the insurance industry Mr. Joe Williams, who has a 
State Farm Insurance agency in Wilmington, Dela- 
ware, was asked to speak for the industry. Mr. Willi- 
ams immediately seized upon this opportunity to 
report-on-a-study done on some mainstream-senior 
citizens. He says this study found that 66 percent of 
these people say they wish they had bought moretife 
insurance during the prime of their lives. 

Mr. Williams acknowledged that some malevolent 
practices occurred in the past but he chose to restrict 
his comments to the present state of the trade. He 
offered Mainstream America's feelings on the current 
purpose of insurance. Mr. Williams asserts that 
insurance: 

Replaces potential income 

Makes sure assets that you have accumulated pass 
debt free to your heirs 

Provides educational opportunity for your 
children. 

A close examination of Mr. Williams’ comments in 
the backdrop of Mr. Evans’ statements paints a sad 
commentary for Blacks’ upward mobility. The diver- 
gent views between many Blacks and Mainstream 
America portends Black American socio-economic 
stagnation.

By limiting campaign expenditures, | think we 
will make it easier for the concerned, the young, 
the qualified, and the people of average means 
to run for public office. And we will place our 

, electoral system securely in the hands of the 
people by making the candidates more accessi- 


_ ble and accountable to all of us, not just to the 


well-heeled business and corporate executives 
and lobbyists. 

1 firmly believe that this type of campaign 
finance legislation is necessary and you can 
make It happen. Write your state representative 
and state senator.and urge them to support this 
legislation. As a former state representative, | 
can tell you that elected officials do listen to 
their constituents.

‘tts important to note that some whités told me tnar 
they view life insurance as a very cost ineffective 
investment. They seemed to perceive it as merely a 
license for some companies to make money. 

Mr. Williams corroborated the feeling that many 
Blacks still look at insurance for only burial purposes. 
He says that some Blacks still want to purchase a 
1000 dollar policy. Mr. Williams saemed to have diffi- 
culty understanding how people can place such low 
values on themselves. However, he admitted that 
these 1000 dollar policies are the bread and butter of 
the debit insurance industry. 

Mr. Williams was requested to offer a formula that 
one can use to determine how much insurance to 
purchase. He declares that 2-% times ones yearly 
earnings is a reasonable amount of life insurance for 
the average working person, Mr. Williams believes 
that amount should not pose a severe financial 
burden on the insured person. 

The real tragedy in Mr. Williams’ comments is that 
both Black insurance agents for Black owned and 
Mainstream American insurance companies have 
known these facts for years. However, their diligent 
efforts to counter the ill-favoured value system pre-- 
valentin the Black community must have appeared as 
an exercise in futility. Mrs. Raymond Evans speaks of 
the persistence of a Black insurance agent with her 
husband. She reports that Mr. Evans waited too late to 
take full advantage of his Black insurance agent's 
advice.

Black American goal, Blacks must learn to transfer 
wealth between generations.

NEW YORK--Declaring that she 
would never entertain in South 
Africa‘again until segregation bar- 
riers against the Black majority 
population are removed, singer 
Mitlie Jackson's statement was 
warmly applauded by a number of 
United Nation Ambassadors at 
the UN. 

As the guest of Ambassador 
Oumarou Youssoufou, Executive 
Secretary of the Organization of 
African Unity, and a number of 
Black UN dignitaries, the popular 
reqgrding artist, was Jittoin ben 
support for. the 20. milliony Black 
residents who live under an apar- 
theid government, who exercise 
dictatorial powers, and their 
struggles to obtain freedom. Sev- 
eral years ago she played there 
and since has suffered a boycott 
because of it by many Black 
nationalist groups because of her 
actions. 

Saying that everybody makes 
mistakes and should be forgiven 
once they acknowledge the errors 
of their ways, Youssoufou said 
that he and his associates now 
looked positively. upon her 
remarks.

State officials honor King’s memor

“Man must evolve for all human conflict a 
method that rejects revenge, aggression 
and retaliation. The foundation of such a 


method is love.” 


Martin Luther King, Jr. once gave human- 
ity those words. They were noted in the pro- 
gram of the State of Ohio’s memorial service 
for Dr. King. And, they seemed to be the 
theme of every speaker's remembrances of 
the noted civil rights leader, who was born 


56 years ago on January 15. 


The memorial service for Dr. King was 
held at the Trinity Episcopal Church Janu- 
ary 15 to an overflow audience of approxi- 
mately 700 celebrants. Among the speakers 
were Reverend Joel King, Jr., acousin of Dr. 
King and Gov. Richard F. Celeste. 

King, noting that his birthday -- April 3 
--was the same as his cousin's death, 
remembered the words Dr. King spoke just 
prior to his assassination: “I don't know 
what will happen now. We've got some diffi- 
cult days ahead.” King wondered aloud 
-what those days could have been ~-whether

King could foresee the continuing war in 
Vietnam; the scandals of Watergate; the pol- 
icies of the Reagan administration, or the Ku 
Klux Klansman who appeared at a Wor-, 
thington School and said “the most produc- 
tive years this nation has ever known were 
the days of segregation.” : 

But, King was “proud to be part of a state 
which already recognized the value” of Dr. 
Martin Luther King's ministry. 

Gov. Richard F. Celeste said he appre-. 
ciate Dr. King for “touching all of our lives 
and binding us together.” He noted how 
King's concept of civil disobedience came 
from Gandhi, who had read the works of 
Henry David Thoreau, an.19th-century 
American phitosopher, to demonstrate the 
“universality of the struggle.” 

“We do ourselves a favor when we honor 
Dr. Martin Luther King,” Celeste told the 
overflow audience. Then, musing over one 
of the selections of the Gospel Music Work- 
shop of America -- “No Man is an Island" 
--the Governor pleaded,:“we must make this 
a-reality.” : .

“For the 10th time in 12 years Big Ten teams have lost to 
Pac-10 teams in the Rose Bowl. When Southern California 
nosed out Ohio State 20-17, it was the Buckeyes’ fourth con- 
secutive loss in the richest bowl of all. 

Do you recall the last time Ohio State won a Rose Bowl 
game? On Jan. 1, 1974, a triple-option quarterback by the- 
name of Cornelius Greene led the Buckeyes to a 42-17 victory 
over the Trojans... 

in the Buckeyes’ 10-10 tie with Michigan, Greene didn't 
throw one pass. However, he surprised the Trojans by com- 
pleting six of eight passes for 129 yards, and scrambling for 45 
yards in seven carries. _ 

After trailing 21-14 early in the second half, Greene, a 
sophomore, scored on a slick, one-yard keeper to give the 
Buckeyes a 27-10 lead. Bruce Elia soon followed with another 
touchdown and Greene sneaked over for a two-point conver- 
“sion Greene was named the most valuable player in the Rose 
Bow! despite fine performances by sophomore Archie Griffin 
ard freshman Pete Johnson, 

Johnson, now with the Miami Dolphins, scored three touch- 
downs and gained 94 yards in 21-tries. Griffin, who had set a 
Big Ten season record of 1,577 yards, ripped off 149 yards in 22 
carries including a 47-yard touchdown run. His performance 
in the Rose Bowl before 105,267 paved the way toward his first

In his three years as starting quarterback for Ohio State, 
Greene and the Buckeyes never last a game in Ohio Stadium 
or to Michigan. He was also the quarterback in 1975 when the 
Buckeyes beat Penn State for the first time, 17-9. 

Rod Gerald, another black, triple-option quarterback, led 
OSU toa 12-7 win over the Nittany Lions in’76. Gerald came off 
the bench late in the first quarter to spark the Buckeyes to a 
27-10 win over Colorado in the Orange Bowl. This was the first 
and only time a Big Ten team has won at the Orange Bowl. 
Oklahoma defeated Michigan 14-6 in 1976. 

When Gerald replaced Jim Pacenta, he sprinted 17 yards on 
a keeper and then sent Jeff Logan scampering for 36 yards for 
a touchdown on the next play, Before the moon went down 
over Miami, Gerald had gained 81 yards, completed two 
passes for 81 yards and scored the Buckeyes’ last touchdown 
on a four-yard waltz into the end zone. He was selected as the 
most valuable player in the Orange Bowl. 

Since the Greene-Gerald era, Big Ten schools have almost 
stopped recruiting black, triple-option quarterbacks. White, 
pass-oriented quarterbacks seem to be the order of the day. 
The Big Ten sent six teams to the various bowl games and only 
lowa emerged victoriously (against Texas). 

In 1973, the Big Ten had at least six starting black quarter- 
backs. In addition to Greene at Ohio State and Dennis Franklin 
at Michigan, Indiana had Willie Jones, Michigan State had 
Charlie Baggett and Tyrone Willingham. Butch Caldwell was 
at lowa and Tony Dungy (defensive coordinator for the Pitts- 
burgh Steelers) at Minnesota. 

During this same period of time, Wayne Stanley and Buddy 
Hardeman were saving coach Earle Bruce's job at lowa State. 
Condredge Holloway of Tennessee and David Gaffney of Flor- 
ida were integrating teams in the South. 

While the Big Ten has discarded its Black, triple-option 
quarterbacks in favor of the white, passing quarterbacks, other 
conferences have lashed on to these fleet-footed game- 
breakers who have added additional speed to the backfield. 

in the Southwest conference this year, Texas A & M, SMU 
and. Houston had Black quarterbacks. Over in thé Southeast

Add to this list the Black quarterbacks at Oklahoma and the 
University of Nevada at Las vegas. These were some of the 
Black quarterbacks we noticed on the tube during the 
holidays. 

The advent of the wishbone offense ih thé 70's sent Big Ten 
coaches. seeking Black quarterbacks. Former Northwestern 
Coach John Pont said in 1973: “You want a QB with speed, not 
one who could just hand off like in the old days. More and 
more, Blacks have come along with What you want: Now you 
have speed everywhere in your backfield. We want game- 
breakers at QB just as much as at running back.” 

The question remains open as to whether there willbe a 
resurgence of Black quarterbacks in the East and Midwest. 
Right now it appears that Black signal callers are more likely to 
land a spot in the Deep South or Far West.

Why are kids scared by movies? 


Everyone knows that some 
movies and television shows scare 
kids. But the reason are elusive — 
and often not what parents 
assume they are, says a Cleveland 
State University professor who 
has been doirig research into the 
subject. 

“Many parents | talk to are frus- 
trated in dealing with their kids’ 
fearful reactions to mass media,” 
said Dr. Glenn, G. Sparks of CSU. 
“They wonder what they can do 


~ about it, or how to prevent it. My 


own children sometimes wake up 
in the middle of the night after a 
scary TV show.” 

The issue is complicated by the 
fact that children at different 
stages of react in dif- 
ferent ways to frightening pro- 
grams. And it isn't always true that 
the older they get, the less scared 
they are. 

“A four-year-old is rarely scared 
by something that easily terrifies a 
seven-year-old,” said Dr. Sparks.

The CSU professor is one of the 
few experts in the long- a 
area.

The researchers found three 
main determinants of an age 
group's fearful reactions. First was 
the nature of the “fear cues” -- 
either visual or relying on verbal 
understanding_and inferences. 
Second was the content--whether 
it was fantastic or involving 
events that could happen in real 
life. Third was transformation of 
characters. 


What they see scares three-and 
four-year-olds the most, said Dr. 
Sparks. “With®perception domi- 
nated by visual cues, kids this age 
react to things as they appear 
immediately and they fix their 
attention on single, striking fea- 
tures of things.” 

“The Incredible Hulk” and “The. 
Wizard of Oz” were most often 
reported by parents as frightening 
children seven or younger, who 
have difficulty with transforma- 

cter. and appear- 
ance. “They can't comprehend the 
change process, and tend to focus 
onthe static end states instead. It's 
especially difficult for them if the 
character changes from a benign 
one into a grotesque monster.” 

White the youngest have the 
potential to become afraid 
because of their inability to distin- 
guish fantasy or play from reality, 
fearful reactions to the mass 
media are actually more 
among older children, said Dr. 
Sparks. 

After age seven, what scares 
children most often is an implied 
potential for producing harm. 
Menacing asides and diabolic ges- 
tures are understood because 
information about the threatening 
nature of things can now be pro- 
cessed by modes other than the 
visual. 

Fiction or reality content, like 
news or “That's incredible,” also. 
are more frightening to children 
seven to 10. The key, he explained, 
is that both fiction and news 
resemble reality more than 
fantasy. 

“Older children will be more 
frightened by media offerings that 
center on events that could possi- 
bly happen in the environment,” . 
Dr. Sparks said. He has found that

“So much media research dur- 
ing the 1960's and ‘70's focused on 
violence issues that we found our- 
selves approaching the ‘80's with 
little_ knowledge of other media 
effects like fright. 

“Also, the long-prevalent behav- 
joral emphasis in psychological 
research discounted the existence 
and study of emotional responses 
like fright and kept ‘researchers 
from delving into such issues.” 

Dr. Sparks hopes the findings of 
his research will be applied by 
broadcasters and producers, as 
well as frustrated parents. “It's full 
of practice and obvious implica- 
tions,” he said. 

“Nearly every adult I've talked to 
can recall several different media 

images that upset them as kids 
and maintained a fright potential 
for years afterward. | don't think 
such a lingering power to induce 
fright long after exposure should 
be ignored. 

“| don't see enough concern 
among broadcasters and produc- 
ers for how likely it is that kids wili 
be exposed. to scary material or 
how they might respond to it. 
When to air certain shows, the 
guidance to be given parents, and 
programming design all need 
more consideration.” 

Ratings given.to TV and movie 
fare could be greatly improved as 
Parental guidelines by being as 
specific as possible, suggests Dr. 
Sparks. “Contains scenes very 
likely to induce fright in children in 
the following ages...” would be 
useful, he said. 

“I'm fascinated with defining 
fear and what it means to be fright-
